Flight Plans for Flight of Civil Alrcraft
Over Cuba

In order to provide for the proper co=
ordination and clearance of all civilr
alreraft departing the United States for
fiight to or over Cuba, this regulation re=
quires the pilet in eommand of such
aireraft to flle a flight plan prior to takes
off, The DVFR or IFR flight plan re-
quired in § 620.11 of the Seeurity Control
of Alr Traffic Rules may e used for this
purpose, Additionally, at least ohe hour
prior to departure a statement In writ-
ing with certaln supplemental informa-
tlon must be flled with the office of the
Immigration and Naturalization Service
at the inlernational airport from which
such flights will depart.

This repulation does not apply to
scheduled air carriers or foreign air car-
riers eonducting flights from a place in
the United States over routes authorized
in operations specifications issued by the
Administrator.

Sinece a situation exlists reguiring the
immediate adoption of this regulation
for the national security and safety in
air commerce I find that notice and pub-
lic procedure hereon are impracticable,
and that good cause exists for making
this regulatitn effective on November 4,
1858,

The pllot in enmmand of & clvll alreraft
departing from the contlnental United States
{excluding Alaska) tor flight over, or Innding
within, Cuba, shall file a DVIR or IFR flight
plan in accordance with the regulrements
-prescrived in § 620.11 of the Security Control,
of Alr Traffic Rules (14 CFR 620). In adqdi=-
tion, at least one hout prior to theo time of
departure from such internationsl airport,
the pliot 1o command shall flle with the
otfice of the Immigration and Naturallzatlion
Service at the airport a written statement
contalnlpg the information in the fight
plan, together with the following further
information: Number snd names of all per-
#ony aboard the alrcraft, description of the
cargo, if any, carried aboard the aircraft,
and the international sirport of departure,

This regulstion shall not apply to afreraft
operated by 8 scheduled alr carrler or foroipn
&alr carrier departing from the United States
over routes authorized in operations specitie
catlong fssued by the Adminlstrator,

Thls regulation shnll becomo cfective on
Nowvember ¢, 1939, and remain in ¢ffect until
superaaded, resclihded or revoXed.
